My 
party advocating state ommenship is doing m with 
the acceptance of the exploitative wages, orice, 
profit eounayy of minority wmership of the means 
of life. Tbe state, as an arm’ canter of social 
caatrol, 1S gs D@ceemary institution of this class 
divided society. It can represent only the dor 
inant requirements of one class cover the met of 
society. The welfare of the employing clea 
therefore permeates tbe social fabric. Ths 
naficnal interest is always the oonvealed profit 
interest of the omeér-rulers, and the early CUFF 
encouraged natiqnal patriotiam by the worksra, 
who aside from personal possessions, gunerally 
oa nthing but their abilities to work. {pn their 
Manifesto they spoke of “our natural reeouross,” 
‘oz econamic and political iostitutions’ and 
“our ecopamec resources,’ (Emphasis added) whim 
equates with our country.

they spoke of “Canada,” as if there was a commn 
natianal interest, hiding the fact of clase 
divisian, and the fact that the workers have 
nothing tn common with the national aims of their 
basses, or with the bosses of any other country. 


Whether the perpetrators of the Regina Manifesto 
realized it or not, it was an appeal to wrbrs 
to renew their blind faith in capitaliam during 
ane of that system's recurring crises. This 
meant the use of ideological camouflage to lead 
the sheep to the shearing pens. It condamed 

..-. private profit (being the main stimlous to 
economic effart,’' (enphasis added) indicat ing its 
acceptance of the profit motive, but disguising 
this with the suggestion that profit should take 
second place in favor of the welfare of (the 
people. If "the people" do not mow any better 
than to leave the profit motive in existene, 
with its social fmamdation, then profit refuses 
to take a back seat.

By 1961, with fewer new reform to attra the

The AP's regulated private enterprise was DO 
different than the ‘unregulated private = enter- 
prine” that theg criticised in their first Mani- 
festo. And this “normal state of insecurily” for 
th workers 15 Still “accentuated. That is, the 
Subsequent umlimpntation of most of the Man fes- 
to's propusals by the old parties federally, and 
NUP yovermmyits provincially, bas not eradicated 
the ext ees. Ed Broadbent, mw NP natioal 
leader of those who do not mow abere to go. un- 
intentialiy confirmed this when he noted in ‘The 
Cummonvealth', that “our traditional elite has 
beam: furtber omeolidated”. That is, there is 
mar inequality un Canada than there was in 1952, 
and he still wices tbe perennial idealist's cam 
Plaint thac this elite is allowd to maximize" 
its profits. The anly redistribution of weaith 
has been in the oppasite direction to what the 
CCF told the workers should happen 12> years ago. 
that is. the rich are richer and the pour. are 
poorer according to figures from Statistic Canada 
- 197). 


When administering capitalism, of course ‘min umm’ 
of ‘‘faor’ profits became maxumum profits. as mly 
profits can be, limted by Cyclical conditions. 
Caiversely, though high wages have nothing to do 
with Sociaiism, wages can be. and sum are mn- 
imum under NUP yovwronents, as with other goverm- 
ments. Any party which undertakes to run capital- 
wer im the interest of its victim 1s duomd to 
failwe., It 18 like trying to re-assemle the 
part of a machine gun to end up with a bicycle. 
The svatem is designed to rob ane class for the 
profit cf the other. It can operate no other way. 
AS ia the case with any other anti-Socialist 
party of the Jeft or right. NDP gwermments can- 
Rot feip the workers to defend their wages 
against encroachmant: of capitai. Lach me of 
the previnciai NDF governmnts has legislated 
against unaoms Or broken strikes through legisla- 
tian aneiuding the first (CF govermment in 
Sasskatchewan Fudprai NIP MP's have vuted with 
the Wibers)s ir Ottawa alsc. to break strikes in 
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the national - capttalist tnterest. When th 
workers vote political parties into offiw for — 
The puree of running capitalisan, in the belie¢ — 
that reform to the wage-slave System can help 
them, those parties have to protect the inlerests 
of erployers. 


The early CCF leaders were saying, to the capital- 
ist class and any one else whu vould see past th 
ideological smokescreen in the Reyina Manifesto, 
that they intended to leave the econunic found 
ation of society exactly as it was, thut the My. 
festo's proposals were aimed uf mending th 
system, not ending it. It was an outline tor 
helping to modernize capitalism during one of its 
erises. In the provinces where the OCF-AUWD has 
been elected, waye-slavery has men:ly bewn under 
new management Workers in state owned industries, 
sum of them naticnalized by NDP governments, 
strike against the “‘public'' boss to defend their 
wages just as regularly as other workers & 
aguinst the private owners. The struggle te- 
tween those who own but don't produce and those 
who produce but dun't own continues as usual. 
This pro-capitalist fraud was "engraved in stam” 
Via the Regina Manifesto back in 1933.
